Superb Comedy 


The crilics say none of 
them, Cocteauw’s master.

Cocteau agrees. 

Would he then agree that 
he is just “a performing dog 
on a difficult piece of 
ground?” 

He would not deny 
Like Salvador Dali, he 
firmly convinced that he is 
a genius, “Greatness — is 
natural to me,” he says. 
Unlike Salvador Dali, he 
does not believe that being 
a gonius is any particular 
credit to him.
